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Reaction from the heights 


recorded by September business dropped the 
October Index of Business Activity in New 
Mexico nearly 12 per cent below its figure 
for the previous month. Biggest offender 
was retail trade (which also gets the heaviest 
weight in the Index), and the worst perform- 
ance among the retail firms was turned in by 
the automotive group which usually accounts 
for over one-quarter of all retail volume. 
Apparently this poor showing may be traced 
to a "wait and see" attitude on the part of 
car buyers during the period of new model 
introductions. 

Sales of the subsistence group also dropped 
off in October, but this probably reflected 
only the decline in sales of eating places and 
tourist courts, expected at this time of year. 

Only apparel stores and furniture and ap- 
pliance dealers made gains over September, 
and these were small, The gain in furniture 
and appliance sales was not much comfort in 
view of the fact that sales were 25 per cent 
under the booming level of a year earlier. 

Building permits declined againin October, 
reflecting the continuing softening of home 
building activity in 1956. Non-residential 
permits, however, made a good recovery 
which was continued into November,

Despite sagging sales, most other measures of business 
activity showed up well in October. Employment, with an 
increase of 1.5 per cent over September, continued to show 
the steady gains which have characterized New Mexico's 
postwar expansion. Gains in construction employment-- 
heavy and highway--were particularly encouraging. Mine 
production, except in copper, surged way ahead of 1955 
levels, Even the farm picture was brightened somewhat by 
an upturn in farm prices.

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A Proposal for Assisting Local Planning in New Mexico 


A Digest of an Article by HARRY S. COBLENTZ 


Director, Planning Department, City of Albuquerque 


Planning as a municipal activity is new to most 
New Mexico localities. Authority for community 
planning first appeared on our statute books in 
1947, and since that time a score of towns and 
cities have passed zoning and planning ordinances 
and have established boards to administer them. 

Most of these boards, however, urgently need 
technically-qualified persons to advise them on 
complex matters like water supplies, sewage 
disposal systems, traffic troubles, industrial 
districts, andsoon. A survey conducted by the 
Planning Department of the City of Albuquerque 
last June showed that most New Mexico com- 
munities either reported a complete lack of pro- 
fessional help or were adding the complex tasks 
involved in community planning to the already 
lengthy list of duties of city engineers and other 
municipal employes.

PROBLEM OF FUNDS 

The problem is not unique to New Mexico. A 
small community usually does nothave the volume 
of work--nor the funds--to maintain a qualified 
planning staff of its own. Yet when decisions 
must be made, the quality of advice should be as 
high--if not higher--in a small community as 
elsewhere. Some towns try to solve this problem 
by contracting with outside consulting firms for 
one-shot surveys or other planning services on a 
single basis. This has its limitations, however, 
It is like going to the Mayo clinic once or twice 
in a lifetime when you cannot afford a close and 
continuous association with a family doctor. 

Fortunately, the federal government recognizes 
the problem andoffers planning funds--on a 50-50 
matching basis--to local communities. The Fed- 
eral Housing Act of 1954 (Title VII, Section 701) 
requires that a state agency be set up to handle 
planning funds for communities with populations 
under 25,000, according to the 1950 Census. Also 
regional (city and county) planning commissions 
may be set up by areas with city populations ex- 
ceeding 25,000 to deal directly with the Federal 


Housing Administration, but these commissions, 
too, must be authorized by a state enabling act. 
We can see many advantages in the creation 
of both the state agency and the regional com- 
missions. Monies received under this federal 
program may be spent on land-use plans, major 
street plans, recreations plans, basic surveys of 
population trends, economic base studies, off- 
street parking and loading facilities, over-all 
public improvement programs (but not specific 
public works project pians) and modernization of 
building, electrical, plumbing, and housing codes. 


POOL OF SKILLS 

Federal aid would solve many local planning 
problems, and a pool of skilled manpower in a 
state agency would make professional help avail- 
able to our communities at all times. The ad- 
vantages to the Highway Department and other 
state agencies are legion: at present, they spend 
vast sums of money on highways, health pro- 
grams, economic development, and other state 
services in our cities and towns; but without de- 
tailed knowledge of how each community is grow- 
ing--in other words, without some guidance from 
a local planning organization--it becomes in- 
creasingly difficult for the state official to adapt 
his program to the locality. Thus, the state 
agency becomes a ruler rather than an advisor, 
The program is imposed from above, and we see 
local protest meetings, delegations visiting the 
governor, and other evidences of state and local 
misunderstanding as a result. 


LOCALITY SHARES COST 

Each local community has a financial part to 
play in the carrying out of its planning in this 
federal-aid program. Each town must be able to 
provide up to 50 per cent of the costs of its plan- 
ning services, part of this in cash and part in the 
technical services of its municipal employes. 
When necessary, it should also be possible for 
the regional planning commissions to obtain ser- 


vices of state planning personnel on a contract 
basis.
